Perot objects to ex-governor’s plan to sell off disputed properties

Former Gov. Mark White pulled the plug 
on his two Beaumont radio stations this 
week and filed a controversial plan in 
federal bankruptcy court to sell them to a 
group of investors. 

White closed KKFH-AM and KWIC-FM 
oniy hours after Beaumont’s utility com- 
pany threatened to cut off the stations’ 
eeeeny because of $2,750 in pasi-due 
bills.
